How Japan Will Help French. 
The officers of tho Ja pan K indergar 
ten union received t\yo messages from 
the International K indergarten Union 
of America. 
One is signed by the 
president of the union and their inter­ 
national committee on conservation 
and protection of children during the 
war, and another by the director of 
the American unit in France, Miss 
Fnnniebelle Curtis of New York. 
These messages, printed in Japan, 
give the purpose and scope of the kin­ 
dergarten unit.

The change in the d raft law so as 
to include all men between tho aces of 
eighteen 
and 
forty-five 
will 
affect 
m any troops of scouts. 
It behooves 
all, in accordance with the motto, “Be 
Prepared,” to take steps to insure the 
continuance of every troop of scouts. 
This can be done If scout officials 
will immediately give definite atten ­ 
tion to discovering men of character 
to serve as scoutmasters and assistant 
scoutm asters in the place 
those 
who will be called to the colors by the 
new draft law’. 
Those w’ho are not clearly within 
the req uirem ents of the law are urged 
to bear In mind that they have a re­ 
sponsibility as scout officials to help 
m aintain as strong a leadership as pos­ 
sible for the Boy Scouts of America 
at this critical period In the world’s 
history. 
Every m an who can continue his ac­ 
tivity should be willing not only to do 
as he has before, hut also to help In 
providing leadership to other troops 
or in strengthening the work of the 
local council in such way as may be 
within his power. 


SCOUTS USE A TREK CART. 


Some people insist that a camping 
hike isn’t the real thing unless the 
hiker carries bis own eq uipment ou his 
back. 
Of course, for the real wilder­ 
ness outings, w hero there are neither 
roads nor trails, tha t sort of thing 
is necessary, but 
99 out 
of 
every 
100 scouts take their outings through 
country whore it will be easy to pull 
a trek cart. 
And the exercise of ^he 
trip will be strenuous enough without 
adding the burden of pack sack. 
As for getting a trek cart, there isn’t 
a troop that couldn’t rig one up la 
short order and at little expense. 
A 
pair of stout wheels can be obtained 
from almost any blacksmith or cooper 
shop, and it Is a simple m atter to fit 
or a strong wooden box. Add a tongue 
with handles or ropes to pull It by and 
a canvas cover to keep out rain, and 
the rig Is ready fo r service. 
Carrying space in n trek cart Is lim­ 
ited and one will have to cut out non- 
essentials. 
Cam pers will need a tent 
and blankets, a cooking outfit, a first- 
aid kit, hand ax, plenty of exlra rope, 
a lantern, a box of “chuck,” tent pegs, 
a spade for ditching and digging la­ 
trines, and of course, each sco u t’s per­ 
sonal oulfit. 
T bls should consist of 
toilet articles, m aterials for mending, 
and a complete change of clothing.

Why West Coast of Japanese Island 
Is Rough and Dangerous Ex­ 
plained by Legend. 


It Is said in the Ainu folklore that 
the Island of Yezo, in Japan, was 
made by two deities, a male and a fe­ 
male, who were the deputies of the 
Creator. 
The female had the west 
coast allotted to her as her portion of 
the work and to the male deity were 
assigned the south and eastern parts. 
They vied with each other in their 
tasks to see which should get through 
lirst. 
But as the goddess was pro­ 
ceeding with her work she happened 
to meet the sister of Olonina and in­ 
stead of attending ot her duties, stop­ 
ped to have a chat with her, as is tlve 
general custom among women when 
they meet. 
While they were thus talking tho 
time sped until the male deity, con­ 
tinuing to work away, nearly finished 
his portion. 
Looking up and seeing 
this, the female became very much 
surprised and frightened, and in or­ 
der to hasten matters did her work 
hurriedly and in a slovenly manner. 
Hence it is that the west coast of 
Yezo is so rough and dangerous, says 
an exchange. 


How Japan Will Help French. 
The officers of tho Japan Kindergar­ 
ten union received t\\o messages from 
the International Kindergarten Union 
of Ameilca. 
One is signed by the 
president of the union and their inter­ 
national committee on conservation 
and protection, of children during the 
war, and another by the director of 
the American unit in France, Miss 
Fanniebelle Curtis of New York. 
These messages, printed in Japan, 
give the purpose and scope of the kin­ 
dergarten unit. The plan was present­ 
ed to the Japan Kindergarten union at 
its twelfth annual meeting held in 
Kuruizawa, and it was unanimously 
voted to ask the director of each kin­ 
dergarten in the union to present to 
her children this scheme for helping 
needy children “overseas,” before, or by 
Thanksgiving day, of this year. 
The 
sum thus collected will be sent to the 
kindergarten unit of the Red Cross. 


Why U-Boats Are Not Sunk. 
It Is only when the naval airman 
catches a glimpse of a submarine, or 
even only that, of a periscope, that he 
experiences a thrill which dispels the 
monotonous drudgery of 
the dally 
routine, says It. W. Neeser, in Scrib­ 
ner’s Magazine. 
But tho disappoint­ 
ments are apt to be frequent, for it is 
one tiling to sight a submarine and 
quite another to reach a position di­ 
rectly overhead before her crew have 
noticed the warning hum of the sea­ 
plane’s motor and have warily con­ 
cealed their frail craft beneath the pro­ 
tecting ocean waves. A seaplane may 
make daily flights over the Mediter­ 
ranean, In the Adriatic, across the 
Channel, or along the coast of the Bay 
of Biscay, for months and months at a 
time/ without ever sighting a single 
periscope. 


How Barrel Hoops Aid Soldiers. 
The latest barbed wire fence which 
the French have designed to check 
the advance of the enemy, employs a 
series of immense barrel hoops, on 
which barbed wire is strung. 
The 
hoops are securely fastened 
to a 
wooden fence form—six hoops to a sec­ 
tion of fence, so that it is possible for 
each entanglement section to roll over 
and over like a string of lopsided 
pushballs joined together t o form a 
solid uuit. 
When the sections are to he set up, 
they are dragged out under cover of 
darkness and so arranged that the nat­ 
ural land formations of the vicinity 
conceals them from advancing troops.

Add a tongue 
with bandies or ropes to pull it by and 
a canvas cover to keep out rain, and 
the rig is ready for service. 
Carrying space in a trek cart is lim­ 
ited and one will have to cut out non­ 
css* -ntials. Campers will need a tent 
and blankets, a cooking outfit, a first- 
aid kit. hand ax, plenty of extra rope, 
a lantern, a box of “chuck,” tent pegs, 
a spade for ditching and digging la­ 
trines, and of course, each scout’s per­ 
sonal outfit. This should consist of 
toilet articles, materials for mending, 
and a complete change of clothing.

Explanation Concerning the Insignia 
©f Various Officers That Is More 
or Less Romantic. 


Because gold ts a more precious 
metal than silver, not a few civilians 
confess ignorance of the reason for 
gold b ars on a second lieutenant’s 
shoulder straps and silver b ars on 
those of a first lieutenant. Through­ 
out the rank of army insignias gold 
appears to b e sub ordinated. 
Moss’ 
Officers’ 
Manual 
explains 
the 
sig­ 
nificance : 
“The second lieutenant stands on 
the level ground, looking up to his 
superiors at varying altitudes ab ove 
Mm. 
He b egins to climb toward the 
top, his first step b eing the lower b ar 
of the fence, which position is typified 
b y the one b ar of the first lieutenant. 
Upon reaching the top of tho fence the 
officer wears two b ars, which repre­ 
sent the b ottom and top b ars of the 
fence, from which point he can now 
as captain survey the field. From the 
fence, the officer must climb to the 
b lanches of the oak, the tree of might 
and strength. It is a long climb and 
symb olizes tho marked difference that 
exists b etween the company and tho 
field officer. The gold leaf on tho 
major’s shoulder strap symb olizes this 
position. Tiie next step is to the tall­ 
est tree of the forest, the straight, tow­ 
ering, silver poplar, with no b ranches 
for many feet from tho ground. Al­ 
though this point of vantage Is some­ 
what higher than that of the oak, it 
Is not materially so, and the duties 
and responsib ilities of the position are 
ab out the same. 
The officer is now 
among the silver leaves of the poplar, 
which fact Is typified b y tho silver 
leaf of the lieutenant colonel. 
The 
silver eagle of the colonel symb olizes 
tho b ird that soars over the top of 
the towering poplar. 
The next step is 
the greatest of all: 
To the stars up 
in the firmament, far, far ab ove the 
eagle’s flight, which position is typi­ 
fied b y the star on the general offi­ 
cer’s shoulder strap.” 
This description of the significance 
Of our insignia of rank, is, of course, 
merely a romantic explanation.

Fruit Pits Make a Hig hly 
Porous Charcoal Which Acts 
as Filter in War Gas Mask 


“How does the gov ernment make gas 
masks out of peach stones?” is a q ues­ 
tion that ev ery school pupil has asked 
of puzzled parents since the schools 
hav e b egun the collection of peach and 
plum stones to fight German gas. 
The answer is that the stones are 
not made into masks, Jb ut are trans­ 
form» »I Into charcoal that is used in 
the masks. 
The American Chemical society in a 
b ulletin explains the matter in this 
w ay: 
"Peach stones are used as the raw 
material for making the b est grade of 
ab sorb ent charcoal ev er produced; and 
the charcoal Is used in the respirator 
for ab sorb ing the deadly gases in the 
inspired air. 
"How does charcoal act? In the first 
place, It is exceedingly porous. 
It is 
produced, b y roasting wood, 
dried 
b lood, or other organic material, and 
this roasting decomposes the material 
into two parts, one of them gaseo'us, 
which passes off from the retorts, and 
one of them solid, which remains b e­ 
hind as charcoal. 
Ev ery minute cell 
of the wood and ev ery part of a cell 
giv es up some of the gas during the op­ 
eration and thus leav es minute pores 
all through the material. Thus the wood 
charcoal thot we know is v ery b ulky 
for Its weight and contains Innumer­ 
ab le fine pores. 
Now this highly por­ 
ous charcoal has a remarkab le prop­ 
erty of ab sorb ing certain kinds of sub ­ 
stances. 
"In the gas mask contaminated air 
passes through a layer of highly ac­ 
tiv e carb on 
b efore It reaches the 
mouth, and the poisonous material is 
ab sorb » .« . It is apparent that the more 
activ e the charcoal Is, the more the 
ab sorb ing power can b e packed into 
the small b ox on the front of the mask. 
Now, all charcoal from all sources 1» 
not eq ually activ e. Hence, b efore char-, 
coal was used successfully in masks a 
v ery activ e form had to b e produced. 
And it was found that the hard, dense, 
compact sub stance of nut shells and 
fruit, stones formed the most con­ 
densed and activ ely ab sorb ing char­ 
coal. The pore-4 of the charred mate­ 
rial are infinitely fine and numerous 
and hence a giv en v olume of the car­ 
b on will do far more work than the 
same v olume of other kinds of char­ 
coal.”

FOR GOOD READING 


American 
Lib rary 
Association 
Sup p lies Sold iers With 
Books. 


One might suppose on the impulse 
of the moment, If an answer was giv en 
without thought, that the men In the 
ranks read only entertaining b ooks, 
b ooks tlint will amuse and v ary the 
hard work of camp life, or the danger 
of the trenches. 
The American Lib rary association, 
howev er, now is prepared to answer 
this q uestion 
with the intelligence 
that comes from supplying the men 
daily with reading matter. 
There is 
as much div ersity in the b ooks read 
b y soldiers as b y men outside the camp 
and, possib ly more. 
The greatest demand is for b ooks on 
military tuctlcs. Then follow all sorts 
of req uests for other technical b ooks, 
a« , for instance, in one camp in one 
day came req uests for b ooks on coffee 
cultiv ation, woolens, refrigeration, cold 
storage, transportation of food ma­ 
terial, medical b ooks, sanitaion and the 
pub lic health, psychology, shorthand 
and typewriting, shipb uilding, automo­ 
b iles and b usiness letter writing. 
Fiction is popular, with the b ooks 
written b y Zane Gray In the lead. Tart 
of Gray’s popularity in the camps is 
due to the 'a c t that there are so many 
Western men In camp who know the 
country he describ es perfectly. Thou­ 
sands of the soldiers, and ev en officers, 
retain their lov e for b oys’ tyookS, of 
which there is a shortage. 
They say 
they rest the b rain, and so Ilenty’s, 
Barb our's and Tomlinson’s b oy stories 
are popular. 
With nil this div ersity of tastes it Is 
not nil easy matter to supply the mil­ 
lions of men with the reading they 
demand, and so the Arimrican Lib rary 
association must meet this need b y 
purchasing the educational and tech­ 
nical hooks asked for. 
To date the work of the 
A m erica n 
Lib rary War serv ice can b e sumnioj 
as follows: 
Forty-one lib rary b uildings in op­ 
eration. 
Forty-three large camp lib raries es­ 
tab lished. 
One hundred nn» l forty-three hospi­ 
tals and Red Cross homes supplied. 
rI wo hundred and forty-three lib rar­ 
ies maintained in serv ice. 
Three hundred and fifteen military 
camps and posts eq uipped with b ooks. 
Three hundred and fifty points ov er­ 
seas supplied with b ooks. 
Four hundred and six nav al and ma­ 
rine stations supplied with lib raries. 
One thousand, fiv e hundrel and for­ 
ty-sev en b ranches and stations located 
in recreation lmts, b arracks and mess 
hells. 
SLx hundred thousand b ooks 
chased, largely technical. 
One million, thirty thousand, four 
hundred and fifty-eight b ooks shipped 
ov erseas. 
Three million, one hundred elev en 
thousand, fiv e hundred and ten gift 
b ooks placed in serv ice. 
Fiv e million magazines distrib uted. 
The work of the American Lib rary 
association, meeting certain needs of 
the men as it does, Is only a part of 
the great work b eing done b y the sev en 
welfare organizations of the United 
War campaign, the Y. M. C. A., Y. W. 
C. A., Knights 
of Columb us. Jewish 
Welfare b oard, War Camp Community 
serv ice. American Lib rary association 
and the Salv ation Army. 
And that 
these organizations may carry on their 
work of mercy and serv ice they are 
asking that the p» *op!e of this country 
help them with $170,000,000, a small 
matter when placed b eside the help­ 
fulness, b oth in this country and ov er­ 
seas of the sev en b ranches of the great 
candlestick of United War Work. 


Cig arettes Fall From Skies. 


Paris, Oct. 21—(By Mall).—What 
manna was to the Israelites in the des 
ort, so cigarettes falling out of the 
sky were to Pershing’s b rav e dough­ 
b oys in the wiping out of the St. Mi- 
hiel salient. The Knights of Columb us 
motor transport serv ice had Just b een 
put in operation, and one of the first 
loads of supplies rushed to the front 
in these trucks contained thousands of 
cigarettes. 
But th<> trucks could not 
follow the fast-rushing Americans In 
their driv e, so the av iators were ap­ 
pealed to b y the K. of C, secretaries to 
get their smokes to the b oys. 
Wounded men In the hospitals here 
first told the story of how, while the 
American troops were fighting, Ameri­ 
can av iators in American nmde air­ 
planes hov ered oter them and from 
the clouds showered them with 20,000 
packages of cigarettes, each mono- 
gramed, "Compliments of the Knights 
of Columb us.” This was the first time 
In modern warfare that a fighting army 
had b een supplied with smokes during 
the heat of b attle, 
"Those 
smokes 
came 
from 
tho 
heav ens, and they were truly heav en­ 
ly,” one wounded Yank declared.

the looks of things, not v ery soon. 
I suppose you get the war news in 
the States as soon as we do, so you 
know ev erything is coming our way. 
I hav e not receiv ed “The Stars and 
Stripes” for the last two months b ut 
expect ot get some soon and will send 
you HioreLiLQpies; I did not think they 
would send them through 
b ut 
am 
glad you receiv ed the others. 
I will 
hav e a fine lot of souv enirs after the 
war. 
After one of the b attles my 
pal and I 
went 
into 
the 
German 
trenches for souv enirs. 
We 
must 
hav e landed in the officers’ q uarters. 
I got a b eautiful gray wool b lanket 
/•"tall designed. 
It is a little dirty fro® 
carrying it around, b ut a ittle soap 
and w’ater will put it b ack in shape. 
I hav e had some wronderful experi­ 
ences ov er here. 
So George is across, too. 
I would 
surely like to see him, b ut if I do, it 
will b e luck.
